iards and mestizos are the landholders, mer- 
chants and educated men; the Mexican Indi- 
ans are their peons. 

The Mesbous' Indians often dislike the Span- 
iards, but they dare not show it. They feel 
they are an inferior race, and submit. The 
history of the country shows that cruel and 
barbarous outbreaks have been made by the 
Mexican race to overwhelmu and exterminate 
the Spaniards, but they have always eventuat- 
ed in the ascendency of the Spaniards. For 
when the Mexicans seemed to triumph, some 
renegade Spaniard, or mestizo, who had join- 
ed them, obtained and held the power of gov- 
ernment. 

In this classification, it is understood that 
the Camanches, Lipans, Arapahoes, and other 
Indian tribes, are not included. T are 
called wild Indians, and, although revelling in 
the utmost barbarism, they are superior to the 
Mexican Indians as soldiers.

Two Brilliant Luminaries Extin- 

guished. 

Cuauuers of Scotland, and the man whom 
D’Aubigne designated as the ‘ Chalmers of 
ee have both passed away! Sud- 
denly—-almost simultaneously, the mighty 
voices of two great and holy men have been 
hushed in silence; the winged words of 
truth, with which they almost encircled 
the globe, bifiding the hearts of Christians in 
all lands to their spiritual selves, have ceased 
to flow; their pens are taken up no more; 
they have joined the higher communion of 
the church above ! 

The intelligence cannot fail to produce a 
deep sensation throughout Europe and! 
America. The name of Chalmers has been 
familiar to Christians of all denominations, 
in this country, as in England, during the, 
last twenty-five years. That of Vinet is less 
widely known, but, by those who have read} 
his writings, whether in the original, or in| 
translations, it is scarcely less venerated than | 
that of Chalmers. ‘ Both,’ says Turnbull, in| 

his introduction to a volume of Vinet’s dis- 
courses, ‘ both Chalmers and Vinet have laid 
their great literary and scientific attainments 
under contribution, to illustrate and mga! 
the religion of the cross. Both are men of| 
genius and men of God. Vinet leads the| 
movement in Switzerland and France against | 
formalism and skepticism ; Chalmers is doing ; 
the same in Scotland and England. Both of} 
them have been professors in the colleges of } 
their native lands; both have seceded from 
the national church, and yet occupy impor- 
tant places as theological teachers.’ Alas 
that we must now add, that hoth have re-| 
signed those places, at the summons of the} 
Great Teacher, and with this resignation 
their work on earth is done! 

Of the particular circumstances attending 
the death of Vinet, we havg not, as yet, been 
informed. The history of his life, or rathe 
his writings, might be briefly sketched, but 
this is hardly appropriate to the simple notice | 
which the first reception of such intelligence 
demands, Certain it is that evangelical re- 
ligion had, on the Continent, no abler de- | 
fender nor brighter ornament. The testimo- 
ny of Professor Felice, of the Theological 
Seminary at Montauban, respecting his in- 
tellectual character, was as follows:— M. 
Vinet is fond of philosophical subjects, and 
discusses them in a masterly manner. What} 
would embarrass others has no difficulty for ; 
him. He is naturally profound and lofty, 
and can pursue his thoughts to the remotest 
abstractions.’ And this is one who gave all 
he thought and wrote to Christ. What a 
fountain is sealed, when such a man dies! 

The death of Vinet probably occurred at 
Lausanne, where he lived, and where he 
had his birth. A fitting home for such a 
man, being one of the most beautiful cities of 
the world, lying on the high and sloping 
bank of Lake Leman, in sight of the Alps,— 
amid the highest natural beauties and scenes 
of thrilling historic interest. The age of Vi- 
net was but fifty years. 

Chalmers died on the 30th ult., at his 
house at Morningdale, near Edinburgh. On 
the day previous he attended church, and at 
night he retired to bed apparently in perfect 
health; but at an early hour the next morn- 
ing, he was found sitting in his bed—dead. 
An apoplectic fit had evidently seized him, 
and before it relaxed its hold, the muscular 
system lost its recovering power, and the 
spirit departed. His age was sixty-six. 

Thus died one who has been esteemed the 
most distinguished and able of Scottish di- 
vines. In reputation as a preacher, his name 
ranks scarcely lower than that of Robert 
Hall. The highest literary honors, though 
conferred upon him, have failed to express 
his merit: the simple name of Chalmers has 
become a higher title than the degrees of the 
most renowned Universities. His collected 
works fill twenty-five duodecimo volumes. 

The North British Mail, in reporting the 
death of Dr. C., adds the following facts :— 

‘ The reverend Doctor has left behind him a wid- 
ow to lament his loss, and a family of, we believe, 
six daughters, two of whom are married, the one 
to the Rev. Mr. M’Menzie, of Ratho; the other to 
the Rev. Dr. Hanna, of Skirling, editor of the 
North British Review ; and four unmarried. ;

John’s, Glasgow, prior to his translation to St. An- 
drew’s in 1823, as Professor of Moral Philosophy 
in the United College. In 1828, he was appointed 
Professor of Divinity in the University of Edinburgh, 
but relinquished the appointment in 1543, on his 
secession from the established church. He termi- 


nated his career as principal of the New College of 
Edinburgh, instituted in 1843 by the free church of 


Scotland.

The Spirit of Compassion. 


An important element in benevolence is 
the spirit of compassion. We cannot be tru- 
ly benevolent, if we have not a heart so sus- 
ceptible of impression from the sight and 
contemplation of man’s wretchedness and 
sin, that toward him there shall be the gush 
ever of an affectionate and sacrificing solici- 
tude. If we are Christians, this exercise of 
benevolent emotion will take in its range not 
only humanity and time, but eternity and 
God. 

We no where find such a manifestation of 
a spirit of compassion toward guilty and 
wretched man, as we witness in our Lord 
Jesus Christ. He came, it is true, primarily 
to save the soul. On his heart rested the 
mountain pressure of the inquiry, ‘ what shall 
it profit a man, if he gain the whole world, 
and lose it? His life he gave a ransom 
for this pearl of immortality. But this 
leading end of his sublime mission did 
not hinder him from ministering to the phy- 
sical wants and sufferings’ of those around 
him, from breaking the five loaves and the 
two fishes, made miraculously adequate to 
the wants of five thgusand famishing ones, 
or from being touched with a sight of the 
diseases and pains of those who thronged his 
pathway, so that virtue went out of him, and 
he healed them all. 

It is true Christ came to redeem and save 
the soul, but he could stoop with the compas- 
sion of the greatest of earth’s philanthropists, 
to minister to the bodily woes of man. He 
came to give deliverance to the captives, to 
heal the bruised, to open prison doors, to give 
hearing to the deaf, to give sight to the blind, 

to bind up the broken-hearted, and to appoint 
unto them instead, beauty for ashes, the oil 
of joy for mourning, the garments of praise 
for the spirit of heaviness. He who could 
weep over Jerusalem in view of the hapless 
doom that awaited her and her nation, could 
survey the darkest retreats of human misery, 
‘could guage and relieve it in its most literal 
and minute dimensions. 

The mission of Christianity is eminently 
compassionate. Before the song of angels 
over the plains of Bethlehem, before the 
scenes of Gethsemane, of Calvary, and of the 
sepulchre, before the ascension, and the go- 
ing forth of the apostles, the whole creation, 
in the intense language of one, had groaned 
and travailed together ix pain. Christianity, 
at this crisis, came with all her remedial pro- 
visions, to give deliverance to the groaning 
captives of earth and sin. The spirit of com- 
passion, which burst out even unto death, and 
amid the agony of the cross, from her Found- 
er, she kindled in the breasts of each of her 
followers. In the preachers, apostles, and 
martyrs of primitive times, it became a flame 
of consuming energy. Icebergs of opposi- 
tion and hardened selfishness melted before it. 

Our own times urge appeals of an elo- 
quence all its own to the spirit of compassion 
in experimental and nominal Christians.— 
The cry of the starving and dying of a dis- 
tant populous isle, and of distant lands, has 
reached the ear and pierced the heart of the 
world. A detail of the miseries produced by 
war and oppression, by crime and misfortune, 
among us, and far from us, is made. familiar 
to all. We need noother than a true picture 
drawn before us,—no other than a faithful 
exhibition, and our hearts, if not encrusted 
with flint, will be smitten, and send out the 
healing response of a tender compassion. 

Christians have need continually to nour- 
ish those sensibilities that are alive to the 
feeling of all that is deep and aggravated in 
human wo. While appeals, loud and inex- 
pressibly tender, are addressed to them on 
the one hand, the world, with its iron-heart- 
ed selfishness, its earth-bound philosophy, its 
parties and crafts, comes in to beguile the 
mind, blind and turn away the eye, and blunt 
the sharpened emotions of the soul. 





The Hypochondria of Ministers. 


As nearly as we can calculate, on the basis 
of data not supported by actual statistics, there 
is no period of the year when about one-third 
of the ministers are not indisposed, physical- 
ly and mentally. Not always the same min- 
isters at the same time, but now these, and 
now those, at one time the country pastor, 
and at another the city incumbent,—are un- 
der a partial or total paralysis; and in such 
proportion that, at most, only about two-thirds 
are simultaneously in active service. One 
has a cough, another a deseased throat, 
another incessant headaches, another chronic 
rheumatism, another a confirmed - dyspepsia, 
and an indefinite but alarming number, are 
worn down withtheir winter's labors or year’s 
campaign. None of these are pretenders. 
They are truly, feelingly, positively i2; with- 
out doubt they have touches of the various 
disorders of which they complain. But worse 
than all,—or rather, attending and embrac- 
ing all, the hypochondria has acquired the 
mastery of their energies, and exercises 
over them its fearful tyranny. This is the 
real and crowning evil; an evil more formi- 


dayish, by the solicitude, the action, the men- 
tal concentration, and nervous_ excitement, of 
the Sabbath and the previous preparations for 
it, as to be utterly disqualified for cheerful 
conversation, to have an utter horror of pas- 
toral calls, and to be thoroughly convinced of 
his unfitness for the ministry—at least for his 
present station, and quite resolved to ask a 
dismission from his pastorate. Itis the repe- 
tition of these reactions that creates perma- 
nent discontent, discouragement and dispon- 
dency ; that induces indigestion, bronchitis, 
or complete physical exhaustion. Many rid- 
icule it, because they know nothing of it. 
Those who follow a regular routine of busi- 
ness or of toil cannot appreciate this terrible 
after-condition of soul and body drawn up to 
the highest pitch of their united capacity. 
But while this reaction is on, everything 
assumes, to most persons, a gloomy aspect. 
All the real evils that surround a man are 
magnified, and often imaginary ones are cre- 
ated. And when it is remembered that so 
many ministers have crooked sticks to keep 
in their place, have fault-finders to pick at 
them, and impatient creditors to look askance 
at them, and debtors, perhaps, to forget 
them, (parishioners who pay every other de- 
mand before the minister'’s)\—when these 
and all the other trials of a pastor are taken 
into the account, who wonders, that when his 
energies are flagging from over exertion, he 
has ‘low’ spirits,’ evil forebodings, gloomy 
thoughts, and chronic diseases ? 

Now, dear readers, attend to our advice. 
Being gratuitous, it shall be given*in lan- 
guage clear and comprehensive. If your 
pastor is ill, or disheartened, or disposed to 
resign without a good reason,—know that he 
has the hypochondria. And if you would 
cure him, and make him what he was when 
you gave him an ‘unanimous call’—admir- 
ing him above others for his activity, anima- 
tion and devotion—then pay up his debts, 
put a new suit on his back, and place in his 
hands a long and well-filled purse ; and hav- 
ing done this, tell him he is your minister, 
never more beloved than now; but that he 
must go abroad, and not return till he feels 
himself restored to health, and wishes to be 
again at work—preaching and praying with 
his own dear flock. Of the efficacy of meas- 
ures like these, there cannot be a doubt. We 
have had a little experience in the pastoral 
life, and have had therein hypochondria of 
the deepest blue; but we never saw the 
time when such remedies as are now pre- 
scribed would not have afforded most <ccep- 
table and effectual relief. A regimen of this 
sort would bring most pastors back to their 
flocks, perfectly renewed in body and in mind, 
withiy a single month. Some would return 
in a fortnight. Not the perpetual washings 
of hydropathy, nor countless drops of home- 
pathy, nor all the magical balsams of quack- 
ery, will so surely and proniptly cure the ex- 
haustion and depression of sick and worn out 
ministers, as the more simple, if not less ex- 
pensive treatment, which we have here, with 
all deference and humility, suggested. 

N. B.—We hope there will be no cases of 
sudden illness among the ministry, immedi- 
ately on the publication of this article. 





Rhode Island. 


Messrs. Epitrors,—Having had occasion to 
make a business tour of a few weeks in this 
little State, during which I was brought in 
contact with almost every grade of wealth, in- 
telligence, and refinement that it furnishes, 
I beg the privilege of communicating through 
your columns, a partial result of my observa- 
tions. 

Waiving much that might, in justice, be said 
of her agriculture, commerce, manufactories, 
and internalimprovements,—of the industrial 
habits of her people, their well directed skill, 
their energy in business, their indomitable 
perseverance, in the very face of difficulties— 
the increase of wealth, as a necessary result, 
let me notice the real elements of her present 
and prospective greatness ; for she is really a 
great little State, but has not yet attained a 
full growth. 

Intelligence.—The Yankees are an intelli- 
gent people; at least every body says so. 
Till recently, however, Rhode Island has not 
done her duty, in relation to educating the 
masses; a most gratifying change, in this 
particular, has taken place within a few years. 
The public mind is now effectually aroused 
on the subject of popular education ; and well 
devised plans for its attainment are being ex- 


ecuted under the judicious management of 


H. Barnard, Esq. superintendent of common 
schools. This gentleman is spoken of in 
terms of high commendation, by the friends 


and patrons of this-system of education. 


From what is said of him, I conclude he is 


pre-eminently adapted to his peculiar sphere of 


action; and the energy and zeal with which 
he pursues his arduous labors, will assure the 
most ample success. No State in the Union 
is doing more, according to the population, 
for the education of her sons and daughters. 
For this she will be rewarded by the intelli- 


gence of her citizens, when they are at home, 
and will be honored by other States and nations, |- 


when they are abroad. An interesting fact 
in connection with this subject, is found in the 
improvement made in schcol-houses. The 
old, ill-contrived, uncomfortable houses are 
giving place to large, commodious, well ar- 
ranged and well ventilated houses, where ev- 
erything has that peculiar air of neatness and

there is a large number of young men, having 
strong bodies and vigorous minds; men of 
good abilities, handsome acquirements, and 
laudable zeal in the cause of Christ. With 
such a ministry it might be expected the de- 
nomination would rise in importance and in- 
fluence. This is the fact. Each year makes 
new developments of its strength, and gives 
it new importance in the public mind. Dur- 
ing the winter and spring several churches 
have been favored with interesting revivals, 
in which important additions have been made 
to their numbers, and it is hoped their spirit- 
ual strength has enjoyed a renewal and in- 
crease. Other churches are now rejoicing 
in the display of saving grace which God has 
been pleased to vouchsafe among them. 
Within a few years a number of houses of 
worship have been erected to accommodate 
new churches andcongregations. In other in- 
stances old houses have been re-moddled and 
enlarged so as to convene the increasing num- 
ber of worshippers. With a single exception, 
there has been very little needless expendi- 
ture of money for this purpose. The Conven- 
tion exercises a vigilemt care over feeble 
churches, granting such aid as their circum- 
stances may demand, or its ability will allow. 
On the whole, the denomination is increas- 
ing in importance and usefilness. The same 
is probably true of other evangelical denomi- 
nations. 

In these three particulars we find the real 
elements of the present and future importance 
of this State. She will undoubtedly cherish 
them as her richest inheritance, and transmit 
them from generation to generation as her 
most precious boon. N. 





North-Eastem New York. 
Moriah, New York, June, 1847. 

Amid the too general dearth of Zion, it is pleasing 
to chronicle a revival of religion in any portion of 
the Lord’s vineyard. The Baptist church in this 
place, which was once large and flourishing, par- 
ticularly under the care of Rev. W. W. Moore, 
and Rev. J. H. Walden, has been diminished in 
strength and bers, by r als, deaths, aposta- 
cies, and a want of culture on the part of the mem- 
bers. This has been too true of nearly all the 
churches. Once numbering between two and three 
hundred, it now contains about one hundred and fif- 
ty. Protracted meetings, justly or unjustly, have 
been thought to be productive of evil, and hence 
confidence in them was nearly*lost. In March last, 
Rey. Jonathan Baldwin, who has served the church 
for two years, and is much beloved, left, to occupy 
a destitute region in Lake George Association, as a 
missionary, for which service he is eminently quali- 
fied. In March, also, the present pastor, (A. H. 
Stowell,) took charge of the church. On the first 
day of April, a protracted meeting commenced, and 
continued for five weeks. Meetings were held 
every evening, and most of the time in the after- 
noon. Fifty-five sermons were preached by the 
pastor of the Baptist church. It was a union meet- 
ing, held with the Presbyterian church, who, with 
their excellent pastor, rendered much service. The 
almost impassable roads, the wet, cold weather, the 
want of confidence in such meetings, all seemed for- 
bidding. But a few of the different churches took 
hold of the work. Those few, with the motto ‘Go 
forward’ on their banners, came nobly ‘to the help 
of the Lord, to. the help of the Lord against the 
mighty.’ We toiled, we prayed, we visited, we 
fasted, and wept. Sinners came in, the power of 
God came down, and some thirty souls, (perhaps 
the judgment will reveal many more,) were turned 
to the Lord. Although we cannot speak of great 
numbers as we would desire, yet, considering the 
obstacles to be overcome, and the fewness of the la- 
borers, it is regarded as a good and highly success- 
ful work. 

The quickened faith of God’s people, a restored 
confidence in judiciously’conducted protracted meet- 
ings, an increase of brotherly love, and of attend- 
ance upon the means of grace, the more uniform 
consistency of professors, the dismay of the wicked, 
and a pleasant accession to each church, are among 
the advantages of the meeting. We have had two 
seasons of baptism, and the first particularly, in con- 
nection with the Lord’s Supper, which followed, 
was an exceedingly interesting day, never to be for- 
gotten. On that day, God blessed his own ordi- 
nance to the conviction of one man, who has since 
commenced praying in his family, and we trust, 
found peace in Jesus. We hope this is but the be- 
ginning of better days for this people. We warn 
the churches to ‘cast not away their confidence in 
God which hath great recompense of reward.’

3 Central New York. 


Homer, N. Y. June, 1847. 

Messrs. Eprrors,—At your request, I send you 
a few thoughts from this distant point. I call it dis- 
tant, because it seems so to me, being about four 
hundred miles from your metropolis. I should some- 
times be prompted to think that I am somewhat at 
the West, did 1 not know from actual observation, 
that there is still a world of mind and matter stretch- 
ing on beyond this, toward the setting sun. The 
emigration from this point to the far West, and the 
remarks of the inhabitants here respecting their east- 
ern loeation, remind me that J am still ‘ away down 
East.’ 

This is indeed a delightful village, specially at 
this season of the year, when nature has put on her 
richest robes. It resembles very much a New Eng- 
land village, except its walks are far more abun- 
dantly set with trees than any one with which I am 
acquainted in the land of the pilgrims. The white 
paint upon the houses, and the green blinds are here. 
It is built mostly upon one street, running North 





and South, a mile in length, washed on the East by 
the waters of the Tioughnioga and skirted on the 
West by rich meadow land. Looking to the Fast 
and West, the eye rests upon two ranges of hills 
running parallel with the street, with sides Joxuri- 
antly clad with grain or pasturage, and summits 
crested with the tall forést trees which abound here. | 


| The whole scenery in and about the village is rich 


in the extreme. | 
There isa population of some fifteen hundred or two 
thousand, with four evangelical churches ; Presby- 
terian, Baptist, Methodist and Episcopalian, and a 
flourishing Academy for both sexes. I can hardly 
conceive of a more delightful place for residence, 


combining the advantages of village and droit, | 
church and sehool, to be found any where in the 
land. Society here is good, intelligent, moral, and 
to a good degree, religious. Being somewhat in 
land, thirty miles, say, from Syracuse, the central 
entporium of the State, it is exempt from much of 
that corrupting influence which sweeps along the 
great thoroughfares. If you know of any of your 
friends, who desire a pleasant residence in the Em- 
pire State, send them here ; they can hardly hope 
to find in all respects, a more desirable location. 

The state of religion is here, very much as in 
New England, languishing. Some of the churches 
have of late experienced reviving influences, but 
generally they have occasion to mourn over their 
unfruitfulness. ‘The same causes have operated, 
here as there, to work alienation and division. 

The church in this place has suffered in common 
with others. There are, however, some pleasing 
evidences of returning prosperity. ‘There is evident- 
ly a disposition to forget the things that are behind 
and press forward to these which are befure. 

In years gone by, this people has been eminent- 
ly beloved and blessed of God. Under the pastoral 
care of Rev. Alfred Bennett, who was in the pastor- 
ate for almost thirty years, and his successors in of- 
fice, a little one became a thousand and a small one 
astrong nation. The little band of sixteen mem- 
bers who in 1801 united in forming the church, had 
in 1844 become three churches, numbering over 
eight hundred members. When we look back up- 
on these years of the right hand of the Lord, may 
we not hope forthe futuret Will not the Lord 
again remember Zion in mercy ¢ 

Whenl turn my thoughts to New England, a thou- 
sand tender emotions spring into being! There, are 
the halls of science I trod, and there the men who 
subjected te healthful discipline my ther ruder and 
less cultivated powers. There, too, are some of the 
choice spirits with whom I associated amid classic 
shades. There, are many whom I must regard as 
benefactors. There, the much loved people of my} 
former charge ; and ¢here, a numerous circle of the | 
ministers of Christ whose names I Jove to recall. 
O! land of the pilgrims, my adopted home, where- 
soever I roam or rest, on either side of this round 
ball, thee shall I fondly remember, and bear of thee 
a good report. 

We.had a delightful missionary meeting last even- 
ing; Father Bennett, and Bro. Bright, just returned 
from Cincinnati, were with us. Surely, from the 
report of last year, the friends of missions have oc- 
casion to thank God and take courage.

Connecticut Baptist Convention. 


The Convention of the Baptist churches in the 
State of Connecticut, held its anniversary with the 
Baptist church in Deep River, June 8th, 9th, and 
10th. Deep River is a thriving manufacturing vil- 
lage, situated in the neighborhood of Essex, about 
four or miles west of the river. The delightful 
state of the weather brought together an unusually 
Jarge number of delegates. The extreme portions 
of the State, we observed especially, were well re- 
presented ; indicating a more general and united in- 
terest among the pastors and churches, in the great 
objects of Christian benevolence—a most cheering 
fact any where—but peculiarly so with us. 

After the closing services of the old body, the 
new convention was organized by the choice of 
R. Turnbull, President, and E. Cushman, Secre- 
tary. Much confusion, debating and loss of time 
occurred upon a question of order, touching the elec- 
tion of officers before the names of delegates had 
been reported by the committee raised for that pur- 
pose. It is doubtless true that in the multitude of 
counsel there is both safety and wisdom ; but cer- 
tainly in this case the wisdom was not apparent, for 
we are quite sure that if one clear head could have 
been permitted two successive thoughts and the ex- 
pression of them, it would have settled the matter 
to the satisfaction of every one. But the difficulty 
in such and similar cases, is the hasty expression of 
the first thought from each member in such rapid 
succession, that no intelligent view can be had of 
the subject ; the simple question, which a moment’s 
reflection would settle, is lost sight of, and confu- 
sion confused is the consequence. It really seems 
to us that all this, at least upon principles of com- 
mon sense, for we profess not to be skilled in parli- 
amentary usages, might be avoided. How obvious 
the truth that the old body continues in existence 
until the new is formed, and that there can be no 
legitimate action of the new body but by its own 
members. The hearing and receiving of the Re- 
ports of the Secretary and Treasurer, is the appro- 
priate work of the old body, and then follows the 
organization of the new. 

The Reports of the S y and T in- 
dicated a decided advancement of the spirit of evan- 
gelical benevolence among the churches. The 
work of Domestic Missions has been prosecuted 
with unusual vigor and with cheering tokens of suc- 
cess. The system of apportionment to the church- 
es met with universal approval ; the sum asked was 
promptly given. Many interesting facts were stat- 
ed in relation to the happy working of this plan; 
all tending to show that there is in the churches of

tists, and they will not, because they cannot, act) 
strongly and efficiently without them. If you for- 

sake these principles, they will forsake you. If you 

act upon them, they will rejoice to act with you. 

In answer to the apportionment, the churches of 
Connecticut have said, this is right. And let a 
Board of Foreign Missions, elected by the delegates 
of the churches indicate to them their responsibility 

in this respect, and there is reason to believe that it 
would meet with a similar response. This was 
clearly seen in the decided expression given by the 

Convention relative to the third article in the Con- 

stitution of the Union, demanding that it be so alter- 

ed as to make the Union consist of Life Members 
and delegates from the churches. Upon this point 

there was a free and amicable expression of feeling 

and a very happy unanimity of sentiment. The 
hearts of Baptists in Connecticut are strongly en- 
listed in the work of Foreign Missions, but they 
must have the faith and order. ‘They will not act 
rashly, but decidedly. They will give to the Union 
as it is, but with the decided purpose to make it 
what it should be. This is the right spirit—a spirit 
that will neither tamely submit to wrong, nor aban- 
don the work, and which hopeth all things and suf- 

fereth long, but rejoiceth in the truth. 

The entire session of this body was marked by an 
unusual expression of kindly feeling and brotherly 
love. Sectional prejudices seem in a great measure 
to be passing away. The ministry, as they know 
each other better, evidently Jove each other more. 

The annual sermon was preached on 'T’ uesday 
evening, by Elder Jabez Swan, from Num. 14: 8. 
{t was in the peculiar style of the preacher, contain- 
ing strong thoughts, lucid Scriptural illustrations, 
interspersed with humor and pathos, now” convuls- 
ing us, in despite of our most desperate exertions, 
with laughter, and the next moment by a sudden 
transition, melting us in tears. The sermon was 
two full hours in length, and but for its peculiarities, 
would have been intolerable. 

On Wednesday evening, a Missionary Confer- 
ence was held. Brn. Tracy, Ives, Gates, Parker, 
and Swan addressed the congregation. It was a 
delightful season. The spirit of Christ was there ; 
all hearts were one. After the congregation was 
dismissed, the hallowed influence seemed still to 
rest upon the place, and many lingered while prayer 
was offered up to the God of missions for the en- 
larged outpourings of his grace and Spirit upon the 
church and the world. On the mornings of Wed- 
nesday and Thursday the Education Society held 
meetings of peculiar interest. Rev. A. G. Palmer 
is President of the Society, J. R. Stone, Secreta- 
ty. This Society has hitherto been sustained by a 
few, but seems at present to be taking a deeper 
hold upon the sympathies of the churches. Interest- 
ing remarks were made by Brn. Tracy, Phelps, 
Leonard, Worcester, E. Dennison, and others.— 
The spirit of every speaker was truthful, sweet, 
subduing. This interegt, as well as every other, 
was pressed upon the. attention of pastors, and the 
time seems to be speedily approaching, when the 
every way unwelcome labor of Agents may for the 
churches in New England be dispensed with. O 
what a glorious and powerful Union we shall have 
for the conversion of the world, when all our church- 
es shall come to regard themselves as missionary 
organizations, and our pastors as missionary agents 
for Christ, bound to see that the parting commission 
of Christ to his church is executed—* Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to every creature,’ 

We were favorably impressed with the appear- 
ance of bro. Tracy asa missionary agent. His 
frankness of manner and kindness of spirit, will 
make him successful. 

On Thursday, about one o'clock, the Convention, 
after a few touching remarks from the Moderator, 
adjourned to meet next year with the second church 
in Suffield. ‘Thus has passed one of the most de- 
lightful sessions of this body that we have ever at- 
tended. We ought before this to have observed that 
Father Peck was with us. When he retired, the 
Moderator by request of the body, gave him the 
hand of fellowship. Bro. ‘Turnbull gave him his 
hand in silence. His heart was too full for utter- 
ance. The effect was electrical; all wept.

A Trip to New Jersey. 


After one has been confined for months to the 
limits of a large city like New York, itis very 
grateful to the senses to exchange red brick walls 
for green fields and forests, the noise of carts and 
carriages, and the screams of the radish girls, for 
the purling of brooks and the music of birds, the 
effluvia of unswept streets for the odor of blossoms 
and flowers, the stale products of garden and dairy, 
for fresh ones, and the hard, uneven pavement for 
the soft carpet of green which God has provided for 
field and pasture; and it is no less grateful to the 
feelings to enjoy the free and generous hospitality of 
friends in the country, untrammelled by the arbitra- 
ry and heartless rules of eity life. It was our 
pleasure to enjoy all this on the occasion of the late 
anniversary of the East New Jersey Association, 
held at New Brunswick. Two hours by railroad 
landed us in that city, a distance of thirty-one miles. 

New Brunswick is on the west bank of the Rari- 
tan river, fourteen miles from its mouth. Of its 
early history, nothing remarkable has been pre- 
served, At the end of the 17th century, the site of 
the city was called ‘ Prigmore’s Swamp.’ The 
first inhabitants of European origin were from Long 
Island. In 1730, several Dutch families moved in 
from Albany and erected houses, (the materials for 
which they brought with them,) on the post-road, 
to which they gave the name of Albany Street.— 
When I record some of the names these people have

The Delaware and Raritan Canal coumences at 
New Brunswick, and extends to Bordentown, forty- 
two miles. It isseventy-five fect wide, seven deep, 
and admits sloops of one hundred and filly tons, A 
very large and increasing business is done on this 
canal, mainly in the coal line. The railroad bridge 
here is one of the best in the country, a way for 
carriages being made under that ased for the cars, 
The old bridge which now stands in ruins a fow 
hundred yards below, was one thousand feet long, 
and cost $96,687. 

An invitation to enjoy the hospitality of a Piseata- 
way farmer, took me up the Raritan a few miles, 
and gave me an opportunity to see how beautiful 
the eastern bank of the river is. There are excel. 
Jent farms in that section, and I shoukl judge that 
that of mine host was as good as any. 1 was sorry 
to hear that some farmers had had their corn so eat 
up by the worm, that they were re-planting it. It 
is estimated that at least 100,000 acres more of core 
will be planted this year than last, in the State of 
New Jersey” an 

Though New Brunswick has little business en- 
terprise, the people have taste in beautifying their 
grounds, and keeping their houses in good repair. 
The buildings are of wood, painted white, and some 
residences have ample grounds, particularly on 
Bayard Street, which are ornamented with shrubs 
and flowers, and trees. The birth-place of the late 
missionary, Abeel, stands in the outskirts of the 
city ; a neat cottage, buried in trees and vines, 

Wishing to diversify my trip, 1 took a steamer in 
the morning for New York. The banks of the 
Raritan below New Brunswick are low, and the 
scenery, except for the first mile or two, is tame, 
At the mouth of the river, on the west bank, is the 
beginning of the Camden and Amboy railroad at 
South Amboy. Passengers by this route take the 
steamer at New York for this place. From this 
point, our course is east along the north shore of 
Staten Island. Perth Amboy is on our way, about 
a mile from South Amboy, toward New York,— 
The western end of Staten Island is opposite this 
place. From this point to where we leave tho 
island at Brighton, we have a succession of villages 
or landings on the shore of it, and on the Jersey 
side, the considerable village of Elizabeth Port. 

The scenery of Staten Island is beautifully diver- 
sified with hill and dale, and the wealthy men of 
New York have selected some of the choicest spots 
on which they have built summer residences, that 
in surrounding landscape, equal the prettiest retreats 
in the suburbs of Boston, and have the additional 
advantage of overlooking the finest bay in the 
world. Nothing in this country can exceed some 
of these summer residences. Near the water's 
edge, are the humble dwellings of the scores of oys- 
termen we notice as we pass along, busily at work 


valves which they sell to the’ large dealer who 
puts them in bed in the Raritan river, whence they 
are taken in two years doubled in size, and carried 
to market. Along here was the scene of that mur- 
der for which Polly Bodine has been tried so many 
times. Before the Washingtonian movement the 
oyster-men were a hard, abandoned class, but they 
are much improved now, and their houses present 
the appearance of the neat, white cottages of indus- 

The religious condition of the island is much im- 
proved, and fast improving. A new house of wor- 
ship is about being built by the people under the 
pastoral care of a Baptist minister, Rev. Mr. White, 
who with his assistant, Rev. Mr. Middleditch, 
is very active in supplying the. spiritual wants 
of the people. The prospects are very good for the 
advancement of the Baptist cause, which stands an 
equal chance with other evangelical denominations, 
of receiving those godly men who are driven out of 
the Episcopal church by the introduction of Pusey- 
ism. Manuartan.
